HE HOLDS UP GEORGIA'S PORTION 


Ofthe Agricultural Fund—He Holds an Of- 
fice With Nothing to Do, and Wants 
to Bring Himself Into Netice. 


WaAsHINGTON, January 13.—[Special.]— 
Georgia’s $15,000 agricultural college appro- 
priation is tied upina very hard knot here, 
and it will také considerable unraveling and 

ntying before the state can get her money. 

THB LITTLE MAN IN POWER. 

The papers sent to Secretary Noble by Gov- 
ernor Northen, calling for the money, were 
referred to Commissioner of Education Harris, 
a Massachusetts republican partisan. Harris 
being anxious to bring himself into notoriety, 
and having practically no. duties to perform, 
has sought to tie up Georgia’s appropriation 
in order to bring about correspondence, and 
thus make it known that there isa com- 
missioner of education, and his name is Harris. 

He has written a. letter to the 
secretary of the interior, which will, of 
course, be adopted by that official, giving rea- 
sons why the secratary af the treasury should 
not be instructed to pay Georgia the money 
due her under the agricultural college act. 
The letter advises that the payment to the 
state be withheld until the state complies 
with the law as he construesit. His reasons 
for refusing to pay the money are two. 

THE REASONS ALLEGED. 

1. That by an act of the Georgia legislature 
two-thirds of the federal appropriation is to go 
to'an agricultural college for the whites, while 
énly one-third is to be given tothe blacks, when 
the last school census of the state shows that 
47 per cent of the children of the state are 


colored. He subsequently advises that the

WHAT THIS MEANS. 

Mr. Candler has been engaged for two weeks 
in trying to straighten out this matter, but it 
ls in- such shape now .that only Governor 
Northen can untangle the difficulty and get 
the money fo* ‘he state.

- THE PROPOSED COLLEGE. 

“But besides this,”’ continued Mr. Candler, 
“Governor Northen will have to appoint a 
commission to establish an agricultural col- 
lege for the blacks, and put it in operation. 
The state will have to pay for this unless 
someone dopates a site. Then, after comply- 
ing with these requirements, I suppose we can 
zet the money.” 

Later Mr. Candler suggested that the $24,000 
now in the State treasury, béing three years in- 
terest on the landscript fund appropriated for 
~ g state university for colored students, and 
which the Atlanta university cannot get be- 

cause it admits white students, might be 
turned over to the agricultural school for 
negroes. This would pay the expenses for es- 
tablishing it and bring $8,000 annnally, be- 
sides the amount the schooi will get from the 
“hang-up,’’ fand and would support it splen- 
didiy. 

The appropriation that the commission of 
education is now holding from Georgia has 
been paid to nearly all theotherstates. Under 
the law, each state gets $15,000 this year, 
which goes towards supporting their agri- 
cultural colleges. Next'year each state gets 
$16,000, and the appropriation for each in- 
creases $1,000 annually until in reaches $25,- 
000, at which it remains perpetually. Mr. 
Candler has written Governor Northen and 
Professor H. C. White about the fund. 

He expects Governer Northen to comply 
ith the requirements, which will be de- 
manded by Secretary Noble as recommended 
by Commissioner Harris. 

This is, in substance, that the state wil! es- 
tablish an agricultural college for negroes, and 
will give it 43 per cent of the goverament ap- 
propriation each year. 

SHERMAN GOT IN HIS SPEECH. 

The senate was packed and jammed with 
people today to hear Senator Ingalls speak on 
silver.

Senator Stanford for Presidént. 

Leland Stanford, the millionaire senator 
from California, is one of the many candidates 
for the republican presidential nomination. 
Stanford has been setting his sails to wind- 
watd fot a year or more and he now be- 
lieves he has caught the breeze that will 
blow him into thé white house. He will make 
his campaign principally on his land bill, 
which is unquestionably an out and out alli- 
ance document and upon which he expects to 
get the farmer vote. It provides for the gov- 
ernment to lend money to the farmers on real 
estate at a very low rate of 
A few weeks ago Senator Stanford 
made a speech in explanation of this bill in 
which he said it was the thing the country 
needed to relieve the enrbarrassment of the 
farmers and make a flexible carrency to do the 
business of the oountry upon. Senator Stan- 
ford also voted to shelve the force bill, and by 
that vote expects to get the support of the con, 
servative element of the party. He, likewise- 
has another scheme which will be sprung upon 
the country very soon, and which he and his 
friends expect will win for him fully 100 votes 
in the convention, which are now counted for 
Mr. Harrigon- Stanford is, undoubtedly, in 
the race to stay. 

Morton in the Field. 


Vice President Morton is the latest candid- 
aie for the next republican ‘presidential nomi- 
nation. His action in refusing to 
make partisan rulings in order to 
allow the passage of a gag rule 
and his refusal to absent himself in order that 
Edmunds might do the work, has brought his 
name out prominently before the country as 
not only a fair and just man, but one with 
courage to back it. When Mor- 
ton took the chair as_ presiding 
officer of the senate, Hoar and Ed- 
munds believed that he would be as putty for 
them to mold, but they have found him just 
to the contrary. and as a consequence Hoar 
accuses hlm of having the big head.

4 TERRIBLE DISASTER ON 
RIVER SEINE. x 


MEN RUSH WILDLY TO THEIR 


Tempted By the Appearance of Ite, | 
Rushes Across the River, Only te Go 
Through—Nine Men Drowneds ni 


Panis, January 13,—A terrible en sy 
which nine foolhardy persons lost their W¥es 
occurred here today. The Seine, with the ex- 
ception of the centet of the river, has 
frozen over for some time past. Yesterday the 
whole river was covered over with iée, the 
middie of the stream, however, being pen 
by what the police judged to be dangerously 
thin ice. Conséquently, the authorities for- 
bade the people to attempt to cross the fiver, 
and the police were instructed to enforce the 
order, f | 

In spite of thisa number of rventuresome 
men and boys, utterly disregarding the Warn- 
ing cry of the police and of crowds of people 
who were watching them, attempted to ross 
the Seine on the ice. As they neared the 
middle of the stream dull, cracking reports 
were heard, causing a number of the foolhardy 
people to rush back to the sides of the river, 
where the ice was much thicker. The others, 
to show how daring they were, jumped on. 

immediately, with a long series of rumbling 
cracks, the ice gave way and precipitated the 
crowd of people into the freezing water. 
Cries of herror and alarm arose on the banks 
and the police and life savers rushed to the 
scene of the disaster and did their utmost to 
save life. Inspite of their efforts, and though 
&@ number of people were drawn from the river, 
nine persons are known to have been drowned,

JOHN MORLEY SPBAKS, 


And Declares It the Duty of the Liberals 
to Forward Home Rule. 


LONDON, January 13.—John Morley, in a 
speech at Newcastle tonight, said that what- 
ever else might happen at the next general 
election, it was certain that the dissident patty 
would cease to exist. The situation in Hng- 
land is purely a personal one, and as for 
Ireland, her future depends upon herselfalone. 

‘‘I am authorized to say,’* continued Morley, 
‘that after reading Parneli’s speech at Lim- 
erick, Mr. Gladstone inaintains that he did 
not ask binding ussent to any proposal made 
at Hawarden.” : 

He naturally named to Parnell various sug- 
gestions, in order to improve his knowledge of 
the field within which the ex-ministers might 
confer with the consent of the Irish members,

THE TAX ON TOBACOO. 


A Letter from the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 

WASHINGTON, January 13.—Secretary Windom 
has senttothe house of representatives, with 
favorable recommendations a letter from the 
commissioner of internal revenue, recommending 
cértain amendments tothe law relating to tax 
on tobacco. The commissioner says that owing 
to active competition of business circles, the nec- 
éssity for rapid movement on the part of manu- 
facturers and the present advantages of machin- 
ery, etc, he recommends that section 3,303 relating 
to labels and notice on cigars, be amended by an 
addition thereto of a provision giving the manu- 
facturer the option of err | or printing as 
well as of pasting the caution label required by 
law on ali voxes of cigara. The commissionet says 
that for the ‘reason that there exists a pressing 
demand foran increased allowance of weight in 
making of cigarettes, etc., and for further 
good and sufficient reasons that any advantages 80 
granted willinureto the general benefit of this 
cotintry, in fact, that it a8sists domestic produ 
tion and is opposed only by forei 
importation, viz: paper. He recomme 
that section 3,394 of the revised siatytes 
be amended 80 as to vide taxes as follows: 
On cigars, Chervots and cigarettes of aH déscrip- 
tions made of tobacco or any substitute therefor 
weighing not more than five pounds per thousand ; 
oh cigars, cherootse and ciyarettes of all deserip- 
tions weighing not less than five pounds nor more 
than fifteen pounds per thousand, §3 per thou- 
sand;and upon each additional five pounds or 
part thereof a further tax of $1 per thousand. 

The commissioner also recommends that upon 
Sample boxes containing either twelve or thirteen 
cigars each, tax be 4. cents on every box. 

‘he commisatoner says it is an exceedingly dif_i- 
cult matter for the manufacturer to produce an 
all-tobacco (wrapper and filler) cigarette on taree- 

ound limitation,. hence the output of such is 
imited, and the country is flooded with paper 
cigarettes.

DEATH OF MAYOR BRANCH. 


and Services of a Well-Known 
Man. 


GREENESBORO, Ga., January 13.—{Special.|— 
Hon. Wilham H. Branch, mayor of Greenesboro, 
died last Sunday, and was buried in the city ceme- 
ery yesterday afternoon.: Captain Branch had 
long been in failing health, but just previous to 
his death his condition was considered more hope- 
ful than for months. , 

Captain Branch was one of the most Fp ng 
citizens of our county. He was about fifty years of 
age, and a leading lawyer of this section. He was 
born in Greene county, and was educated at 
Mercer University when that institution was lo- 
cated at Penfield. When twenty years of age he 
went to the frontin the confederate servate as a 
member of the old Greene Rities, yee egy A, of 
Phillips’ Legion. He wasa brave er and at 
the battle of Sharpsburg lost an arm, being 
subsequently promoted to captaincy for grrentty. 

Captain neh was a staunch demo- 
erat, was prominent in the affairs 
of Greene county and the state. He 
ably served as chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of this county for 
several terms and represented the county in the 
legislature of 1875-6, serving his constituents 
with eminent ability and to their utmost satisfac- 
tion. He was four times elected mayor of Greenes- 
boro, and held that position at the time of his 
death. He was also aa commissioner, having 
served for six years, and was chairman of the 
board. Captain Branch was a man of firm convic- 
tions and unswerving in his allegiance and de- 
fense of the right as he conceived it. No death 
has occurred in our community in years which is 
more ores gee regretted or which will cause a 
greater loss. He was an upright man, a good and 
earnest citizen. 

The funeral occurred from the Baptist church, 
of which church he has been a consistent member 
since the age of sixteen, yesterday afternoon, and 
was largely attended. Rev. G W. Garner preached 
a forcible sermon upon the life and example of 
this good man.

CHRONICLED. 


The Interest Taken in the Trial of W.J.. 
Vaughn—A New Canal and Other 
Improvements Projected. 


Macon, Ga., January 13.—[Special.}—One 
of the most interesting trials that ever oc- 
curred in Bibb superior court is that of: the 
State vs. W. J. Vaughn, charged with the 
murder of Ben Bowers, a member of the en- 
gine company No. 2. Vaughn ‘was captain of 
engine company No. 1. 

This isthe second day of the trial and 
public interest does not abate in the 
least. The courthouse was crowded 
today with spectators. Mrs. Vaughn, mother 
of defendant, was in court and ocoupied a seat 
near her son. Vaughn formerly lived in Mon- 
roe county. In fact he was born there and 
came to Macon a short time ago. Heis about 
25 years old, 

WHAT STATE WITNESSES SAY. 

Today about 11 o'clock the state finished 
its evidence and rested the case. The 
different witnesses for the prosecution 
testified practically the same. Asa sample of 
the testimony, the evidence of two of the wit- 
nesses is here given: 

Johnson testified as having seen the killing. 
He was eighteen or twenty steps from the two 
men who, when the shots, three or fourin 
number, were fired, were some two or 
three feet away. Vaughn fired the shots. 
When he (Johnson) reached the men they 
were on the ground, and Vaughn was holding 
his pistol against Bowers’s side. Bowers 
caught hold of Vaughn after two shots had 
been fired. 

The witness (Johnson) identified the pistol 
which he had taken from Vaughn’s hand. 

W. H. Holliman was another eyewitness to 
the tragedy. On the evening of the 7th of 
September Bowers and the witness went to 
supper together about 6 o’ciock, ahd after 
supper they walked over to No. 2 engine house. 
As they reached No. 2 they met Mr. Vaughn 
and Mallory. The former told Bowers he 
wanted to speak tohim. Bowers said: 

‘*What do you want to see me about.”’ 

Vaughn said he wanted to apologize for what 
he had said the day before, to which Bowers 
replied: ‘*‘Whatdid you want to call me a 
d——d liar for ?’’ 

“I did not call you a d——d liar,” said 
Vaughn. 

Atver that the witness and Mallory left 
them, and just after they got to the engine 
house they heard the shooting. Vaughn fired 
all the shots. 

The witness was the first to reach the two 
men. His tirst action was to seize Bowers and 
pull him away from Vaughn. Both men were 
on their Knees. Bowers had one hand on the 
ground, and Vaughn was striking at him with 
the pistol. Bowers had nothing in his bands, 
nor was anything found on him after they 
carried him into the engine house. 

Mr. Dessau opened the defendant’s case 
before the jury, explaining what 
the defense expected to prove, to-wit: That 
the state’s evidence wns unsatisfactory and 
contlicting. That there were two pistols and 
the reports were different. That Bowers was 
a dangerous man, and Vanghn had gone to 
him to apologize for the offensive remarks 
that had been spoken, and that Bowers had 
cursed Vaughn after the apology was offered, 
and even then Vaughn expostulated and 
offered reconciliation. That Bowers 
struck Vaughn and knocked ' = him 
down and when Vaughn was 
rising, he saw the gleam of a weapon in Bow- 
ers’s hand, and it was not until then that 
Vaughn fired. 

The defense summoned thirty leading citi- 
zens from Monroe county as witnesses to tes- 
tify to the good character of Vaughn. Among 
those who thus testified today were Senator 
Tom Cabaniss and Representatives Bob 
Berner and J. T. Crowder; clerk of superior 
— Cyrus Sharp, Kev. Jessie May and 
others.

18 EDIFYING THE PRO 
DOUGLASVILLE, 
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Dr. Armistead Claims That He Is Only Doing 
Now What Wesley Did in His Day. 
He Attacks Sam Jones. 


DovuGiasvitxz, Ga., January 13.—[Spectal.] 
The great debate between Drs. Carswell] and 
Armistead has been a thoroughly one-sided 
affair since the first night. The subject for 
discussion the first evening was ‘‘The Immn- 
tability of God’s Legisiation.”’ On that even- 
ing the discussion between the two divines 
lasted about three hours, and it was fully re- 
ported to Tue Constirutrion. Dr. Carswell 
was taken sick, and Dr. Armistead’s time be- 
ing limited, he proceeded with his course of 
lectures. 

Indeed, the latter claims that he came to 
Donglasville with no idea of getting into a con- 
troversy, but that he had heard that Dr. 
Carswell was disposed to abuse the Meth- 
odists, in @ manner, and he came to champion 
their cause. 

WHAT DR. ARMISTEAD SAYS. 

This was learned by your correspondent 
from Dr. Armistead himself. He says it is 
far from his intention and desire to engender 
rrife, aml that denominational abuse is un- 
eardonable folly. 

“But,”’ he says, ‘‘the Bible is one continual 
etack upon heresy from beginning to end. 
“specially in the New Testament does the 
Lord make it a point to attack heresies of 
all kinds. There are good people in: all 
churches, but God never intended that 
there should be numberless creeds and denomi- 
nations. Itis my purpose to attack and drive 
out all heresies whatever. Thero is one 
church only and it is composed of the sons and 
daughters of God. At the judgment the 
question will not be asked, ‘Are you a Metho- 
dist or Baptist?’ but ‘Are you a member of my 
church?” The same church is extant now that 
has been in existence Jsinco Adam. The doc 
trines of that church are inculcated in the faith 
and belief of the Methodist church. John 
Wesley never intended to. set up 
a new church, or to antagonize the 
established church of England but to reform 
it. Thechurch had put asidethe Bible and 
was taking other works and commentaries to 
preach tothe people, and Wesley saw it and 
wished to persuade the church back to the use 
of the Bible to substantiate itself, and Chris- 
tianity. 

THE SECOND WESLEY. 

“This is exactly what Iam doing today. I 
wish to drive out heresy, and persuade all 
men to the doctrines of the Methodist church, 
for the Bible teaches us thata house divided 
against itself cannot stand! Iam very sorry 
that Dr. Carswell was too unwell to meet 
me in this friendly debate. I 
think I had the decided advantage, for I have 
never taken any other book to prove my doc- 
trines than the Bible, and Dr. Carswell, as 
most other ministers, takes recourse to other 
works.”’ 

TAKING UP HIS CRITICS. 

In his discourse on Monday evening, Dr. 
Armistead referred to what Dr. Lee, Dr. Haw- 
thorne, Rev. Sam Jones and others have said 
with reference to him. His remarks were 
very scathing and severe. During his dis- 
course, he said: ‘‘Whois Dr. Lee, and where 
I wufderstand that he 
is a high salaried, city, political, Methodist 
minister, and like Dr. Hawthorne and others, 
seeks only to please the people who are paying 
him this large salary.’””’ He said they were 
paid to please. the people and considered it 
He said that Sam Jones 
thought that he was a mighty big man, but in 
his opinion he was a mighty little one. ‘‘He 
is the only minister that lever knew to get 
rich. He drags his former low life into the 
pulpit to please.’”” He compared them to Bill 
Nye, Lorenzo Dow, and Roland Hill. “They 
are good matches.”’

Beginning a Great Industry. 

Mr. Walter T. Forbes, of Atlanta, has in- 
augurated at Motzorongo, Mex., an enter- 
prise which is destined to have an important 
part in the industry of that country and of 
this. It is proposed by the process discov- 
ered by Mr. Forbes to prepare forthe Ameri- 
can market a substitute for jute which will 
be both better and cheaper than the oriental 
product. 

The plant now being erected at Motzo- 
rongo was designed for the decortication of 
ramic, but the Mexican Ramie Company 
which Mr. Forbes bas organized owns 600,- 
000 acres of land covered with a heavy 
growth of henneqyin, the bark of which 
furnishes a fiber superior to jute and re- 
markably easy to prepare for the market. It 
has the advantage of ramie in that it may be 
decorticated without the cost of the 

chemicals which the solvent process 
\ ordinartly requires, and comes out a cleaner, 
= stronger and better fiber than jute.

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The direct trade convention assembles in 
| Atlanta at 10 o’clock this forenoon. 
Already a number of the delegates are here, 
| and the others are coming in this morning. 

There is every prospect for & 
good attendance. 

Governor Northen, as president of the con- 
vention, will call the meeting to order. 

3 The Governor Talks. 

“T am just in receipt of a communieation,” 
remarked Governor Northen yesterday, ‘‘from 
Messrs. Gellibrand and Von der Hoya which I 
will be glad to have given tothe readers of Tur 
CowstirutTiox. In explanation of this paper 
it may be well for me to say that these gen- 
tlemen called at my office Monday — 
and gave me, quite in detail, the plans by 
which they are proposing to establish a line of 
steamers between Europe and some suitable 
port inthis or some other southern state. 
Their plans I asked to haye submitted 
in writing, so that I might get them 
definitely before the convention and the 
people. 

“They seem quite decided in favor of Bruns- 
wick as the American port. 

“In the correspondence I have had upon 
the matter I find a very decided interest felt 
by the people of the southern states. Every 
letter that has come to me brought most grati- 
fying expressions of interest and co-opera- 
tion. 

“T think that much practical good 
will come from the deliberations 
of the convention. ae 
else, the consideration of these questions and 
their discussion will be educational in a great 
interest and preparations to future develop- 
ments. I candidly believe, however, there 
will be immediate favorable results.’ 

“Upon what lines mainly?” 

‘The states at the south are becoming much 
more interested in immigration than in former 
years. Wehave large areas of unoccupied 
lands upon Which our people are anxious to 
put good settlers. I am just in receipt of a 
| letter today from the commissioner of im- 
gration appointed by the recent 
interstate immigration convention, held at 
Asheville, giving at length the plans he will 
adopt to carry out the purposes of the conven- 
tion and asking my co-operation. Again, our 
farmers are becoming quite interested in the 
handling of products to more advantage in 
their sale. The state alliance has already ar- 
ranged to send a commissioner tothe European 
markets to make arrangements for the sale of 
cotton directly to the spinners. The general 
Outlook is more favorable, just now, forthe 
consideration.of direct trade with European 
ports than ever before in the history of our 
people. We want our waste places built up. 
We need to bave our section properly adver- 
tised in its advantages of climate, 
. soil and products as well as cheap lands, and 
we will then be certain to secure just such 
people as will make us good citizens and 
advance the general interest of the state. 

“IT have been asked by people interested in 
immigration if a proper advertisement of our 
resources and general advantages would secure 
for us all we want in this way. 

“Tf the means of transportation as are now 
proposéd in this move for direct trade should 
be inaugurated, I have nota doubt of it. I 
scafcely ever make alpublic utterance about 
the resources of the state that I do 
not have a number of inquiries about 
Georgia. Here isa letter that came to me 
today from Galva, Ill., asking me about some 
statements I made before the national grange 
while in session in this city. 

"Yes, Iam glad to know that Tux ConstTI- 
Turion is taking a lively interest and helping 
forward, so effectually, the efforts now being 
made by the people of our section. I think 
we are entering upon better times and I am 
looking for much immediate good to the 
south.’ 

The Direct Tradé Proposition. 

In a talk with Dr. Yon der Hoya, THE Con- 
STITUTION gave yesterday the general features 
of the plan to be laid before the convention 
today. 

The paper referred to by the governor is 
given below in full, the shape in which it will 
be submitted to the convention. 

In a few words we will state the reasons why a 
southern line from Europe to Brunswick will be 
enormously advantageous to the southern states.

Our idea is to present 
these superior advantages through agencies 
which will be established. It is in the 
power of the steamship company to quote low 
rates to attract the immigration. This is the 
more apparent, as the rates now quoted to immi- 
grants to New York include the expensive rail- 
road fares to the west, and also involve heavy 
incidenta! expenses during enforced stayin New 
York itself. 
B. The proposed line of steamers will fulfill the 
ressing wants of the southern people for a direct 
ntercourse with Europe. The attractions which 
this route affords are numerous and undeéni- 
able. The more agreeable voyage, which 
will avoid the dangers from fog, icebergs and col- 
lisions by the northern routes to New York, to 
| say nothing of the more agreeabie weather which 
| prevails by the more southern route. The savings 

of Se of the railway journey to New 
York. The foregoing are but a few of the advan- 
tages which present themselves by the sonthern 
reute. 

The eater traffic between Europe and the 
United States has made gigantic strides in the 
last few years, and it is reasonable to assume that 
this willincrease more and more in the imme- 
diate future. All the existing steamship lines 
(and they are numerous) have paid very good dtvi- 
dends. This proposed line will be free from com- 
petition and will also have the heartiest gupport 
of the entire south, 

Moreover, this new route of communication 
will, in a very short time, induce European capi- 
talists tocome over and to establish mercantile 
houses, bringing with them capital for this pur- 


pose. ; 
| I¢18 also in our programme to represent the 

great advantages which the genial climate of the 
southern states offer to European invalids, who 
have heretofore sought warmer climates in the 
sanatoria fin southern Europe, Egypt and Algeria. 
The establishment of a good and direct line of 
steamers, the good weather during the voyage and 
the superiority of the climate of the southern 
states, will, im our opinion, induce such invalids 
to — southern states the preference. The 
difference between the sea route from England to 
Brunswick, compared with that of New York, may 
be calculated at not more than two days’ ordinary 
steaming.

should not be appointed. 

The order of restraint was passed, not to in. 
terfere with any ordinary business of the road, 
of course, but to preserve the status of the cor. 
poration as it is at present. 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

The immediate cause of the filing of the bil] 
by the Central Trust Company was the failure 
to pay the interest on its bonds in New York, 
due January ist of this year. 

If the road can show, next Monday, that it 
not insolvent, the recéiver will] 
not be afpointed, but unless this is done, the 
Marietta and North Georgia will at once be 
turned over to such an officer.

That is the concluding section of an act that 
is still wnrepealed upon the statute books of 
Georgia. 

According to the law, ministers of the gospel 
ara still bound to read that actor so much of 
it as is'stitl unrepealed and now in force~four 
tines @ year. 

The old law has been forgotten these many 
years. Probably not one ministér of the gospel 
in Georgia knew of its existence. 

Certainly none of them have done lately 
what the law réquires of them. 

It would be a novel procéeding, in the eyes 
of this generation, to see a preacher 
enunciating the provislons and penalties of 
‘An act for preventing and punishing vice, 
profaneness and immorality, and for keeping 
Pg the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sun- 

ay.’”’ 

The law was discovered by Major A. 0. 
Bacon and Libravian Milledge yesterday. It 
is found in Marbury and Crawford’s Digest of 
Georgia Laws, printed in 1802. 

Of course several sections of the original act 
are not now, and were not in 1802, of force and 
effect. 


The preamble and first three sections are 
given by way of illustration. The first sectiori 
is Warked ‘‘repugnant to the constitution.” The 


second is still in effect. The third was simply 
declared ‘‘obsolete.”’ 

Whereas, Théré is nothing more acceptable to 
God than the true and sincere worship and ser- 
vice of Him, according to His holy will; that the 
keeping holy the Lord’s day is a principal part of 
the true service of God, which in tais province is 
too inuch neglected by man. 

1. Compels all persons to attend worship —re- 
pugnant to the constitution. 

2. Be it further énacted, That nd tradesman, 
artificer, workttian, laborer, or other person what- 
soever, shall do or exercise any worldly labor, bus- 
inéss or work of their ordinary callings upon the 
Lord’s day, or any part thereof! (works of necessity 
or charity only ¢Xcepted), and that evefy person 
being of the age of filteen years or upwards of- 
fending in the premises, shall for every such of- 
fense orfeit the sum of 10 shillings, and that no 
person or persons whatsoever shall publicly cry, 
Show forth, of expose to sale any Wares, mer- 
chandises, fruit, herbs, goods, or chattels whatso- 
éver upon the Lord’s day, or any part thereof; 
upon pain that every person so offending shall 
forfeit the same goods so cried, or showed forth, 
or exposed to saie, or pay 10 shillings.

Other prominent Mexicans are interested, 
and it is proposed to interest American capi- 
tal with them. 

The object of the company is te prepare the 
fibre for marketin thé United States, where 
they claim it will supplant jute. Tho prepa- 
ration is made at a nominal cost, and they pro- 
pose to offer a better tibre than jute for less 
money. 

The company has valuable concessions from 
the Mexican government, which exempts their 
property from taxation for twerity years, 
and guarantees half a regiment of soldiers 
to protect the interests of foreign eapitalists 
there if they should deem such a force neces- 
sary. Mr. Forbes writes that General Diaz 
and General Pacheco, with their families, will 
visit Motzorongo onthe 25th of January to 
inspect his ramie apparatus. 

The president of the Mexican Ramie Com- 
pany, General Pacheeo, isamember of Gen- 
eral Diaz's cabinet, in which he holds the 
portfolio ofthe “ministet of public works.” 
Concerning him Mr. Forbes writes; 

“He is aman of vast possessions, and cafi be 
compared with Senator Brown in _ that 
has a great supply of horse sense. 
He is an old warrior, having lost an 
arm and a leg in battle in defense 
of his country. His right lég was shattered 
and a comrade attempted to carry him from 
the field, and while so doing, a cannon ball 
killed the comrade and shot off General Pache- 
co'srightarm. Heis lovedand honored by 
his countrymeén.’”’ 

By his contract with the Mexican govern- 
ment Mr. Forbes is obtiged to furnish an en- 
gineer to accompany the Mexican government 
surveyors. Itis necessary that the engineer 
sent to do thé work should speak Spanish and 
have some knowlédge of the customs of the 
Mr. Forbes has been corresponding 
with Mr. James R. Hall, of the en- 
gineering firm of Hall Brothers, At- 
lanta, who will undértake the work. 
Mr. Forbes thought him thé proper man 
because he combined engineering skill with 
fluency in Spanish, having spent several years 
jin Central America, and some time in south- 
ern Mexico. 

In a letter to Mr. Joel Chandlér Harris, Mr. 
Forbes encloses samples of the hennequin 
fibre, which he has named ‘‘Motzorongo fibre”’ 
from its location at that place. He says it 
comés from the bark of a tree which grows in 
great abundance, and the fibre may be made 
clean and beautiful without cost for chemicals. 
He has also discovered that the gum of the 
tree has rare medicinal qualities. The wood 
is also adapted to the manufacture of paper. 

Captain George Forbes is in receipt of a let- 
ter from his brother, in whieh he speaks en- 
thusiastically of the climate, country and 
peopie. 

“We are only ninety miles from Vera Cruz,” 
he writes, ‘‘and five dats by steamer to New 
Orleans. Iam greatly pleased with the coun- 
try, climate and people. They ate very kind 
to me and my every wish is granted. The eli- 
mate is perfect and the land rich as Jersey but- 
ter. I enclose a sample of the fibre. . It is 
here in inexhaustible quantities and is superior 


in strength and cleanhness to jute.’’

Governor Hill on Tax Reform. 
From The Chicago Herald. 

In the “seventh and last” message to the New 
York legislature Governor Hiil urgently recom- 
mends a reform in taxation. He says he believes 
“in the just and equitable doctrine that real and 
personal property should be placed! upon an equal 
footing for all purposes of taxatiorn,’’ and the re- 
form he recommends is in the line of this belief. 

He calls attention tothe factthat in 1871 the 
personal property valuation exceeded $452,000 ,000, 
orupward of $67,000,000 more than the latest 
valuation. It thus appears not only that the per- 
sonal property. escapes taxation, but that a much 
smaller part of it is taxed now than was taxed 
twenty years ago. It follows that the burden 
thrown upon farmersis relatively much greater, 
while farming lands bave decreased in value, and 
the profits of agriculture are much less than 
they formerly were. Governor Hill insists 
that the legislature should no longer neglect 


to provide a remedy for this injustice.

THK NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Fioor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 13.—The stock market was 
strong during most of the day, though there was 
some hesitation in early dealings, which soon dis- 
appeared and there was a most decided advance toward 
the close. Traders were generally inclined to push the 
reaction of yesterday, but there was a marked ab- 
sence of selling of long stocks and, receivinguo help 
from insiders they soon desisted from their efforts and 
oined the rest of the operators in aiding an advance. 

Buying today was of the best character and the ofter- 
ings were less as the day passed, and the upward 
movement was accelerated, being most pronounced at 
the close. Sugar Refineries was again the feature oj 
the day, both for its activity and its strength, but the 
movement is generally looked upon asa clique manip- 
ulation. Its advance today was not so large as yester- 
day,was it but large as compared withthe ordinary 
movement. 

In the regular list the sudden development of activity 
and decided strength’ in low-priced Vanderbilts was 
one of the most striking features, and when the rise 
had fairly begun, toward noon, Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis, and Canada Southern were 
placed in the front rank. Older Vanderbilt’s were 
comparatively quiet and sluggish. The Viilards oc- 
cupied the position of leadersin activity still and all 
scored material gains in the afternoon. Recent 
progress in the establishment of harmony in the rail- 
road world begins to show its legitimate effects, and 
today Grangers were all prominentin dealings while 
keeping pace with the rest of the market in the ad- 
vances established. 

St. Paul, Union Pacific and Rock Island were all very 
strong and there was Gould buying in UnionPacilic, 
which was not without its influence upon the re- 
mainder of the list. The market closed with a little 
boom at the best prices of the day. The final changes 
are all advances, and Sugar is up 37g; Rock Island 2's;

One thing is 
sure; that Europe will send us back any quantity of 
stocks and bonds, especially such bonds as are not 
payable in gold.
